Dixon people were startled by the 
sound of the tire hell this morning 
short iy after 7 o’clock.

ed to he at The Fair store. I us Galena 
avenue, and the stock of dry goods, 
shoes and notions were 
practically 
ruined in an incredibly short space of 
time despite the vigorous efforts of 
the tire depart m ent. 
The store room is heated to a coal 
stove and the tire went out last night. 
Upon opening the store this morning 
S. IE ArnoviU. t lie owner of t lie sf tx k, 
started the tire with some pine wood 
while his clerk, 1!. Sherman, was busy 
at the front of tlie store arranging the 
stock. 
Mr. Arnovit/, went down into 
the basement after some coal and be­ 
fore he got 
hack Mr. Sherman saw 
smoke coming from a stack of cotton 
batten on a shelf just under w here t he 
stove pipe enters the flue. 
He says he 
ran and threw a pail of waiter on it, 
Imt 
in doing so knocked t he rolls of 
hat ten down, scattering the lire in 
every direction. 
Seeing that any effort 
upon their 
part to put out the tire would be fruit- 
less the men t urnod in a 
tin* alarm. 
R vth istim e t.h e room was tilled with 
lire and smoke, but t he firemen hastily 
laid t hrec leads of hose, in the mean 
t ime endeavoring to use chemicals.
